COMPLETE DISARMAMENT THEME ARMS 
CONFERENCE AS RUSSIA SUBMITS 
DRASTIC ARMS REDUCTION PLAN 


G eneva, Feb. 23.—(ILE)—D rastic arm s reduction proposals w ere sub­ 
m itted to the w orld arm s conference today by Soviet R ussia. 
The proposals 
included the follow ing: 
The principle of com plete d isarm am en t is to be th e basis of the confer­ 
ence’s discussions. 
If a resolution to th a t effect is defeated, th e conference should consider 
th e Soviet plan for progressive, proportional red u ctio n of land, naval and air 
forces, by w hich th e m ost pow erful arm ed countries shall subm it to th e m axi­ 
m um reductions, except countries disarm ed by peace treaties. 
C ountries w ith land forces over 200,000 shall reduce by 50 per cent; those 
betw een 30,000 and 20,000 shall reduce from zero to 50 per cent, according to 
the num ber of effectives. 
C ountries having naval to nnage exceeding 500,000 tons shall reduce 50 
per cent; countries w ith fleets betw een 100,000 and 500,000 tons shall reduce 
them from zero to 50 per cent. 
A ircraft ca rrie rs m ust be destroyed. 
A irplanes to be reduced by th e sam e p ercen tag es as the land and naval 
categories. 
No plane can exceed 600 horsepow er.

Paul Von Hindenburg, running for re-election as president of 
Germany at an age when most men have long been in retirement, is 
undoubtedly the sentimental favorite in the race— on this side of the 
Atlantic, at any rate.

But in order to understand the kind of race the grand old war­ 
rior Has entered, it is necessary to realize that this German election is 
utterly unlike the ordinary American presidential election. 
Dark 
clouds hang over all horizons, and the thunder rumbles ominously. 
The road ahead has three forks, and two of the three lead to revolu­ 
tion and lyrmoii unspeakable. 
The Communists— fourth strongest party in Germany in the 
last election and strongest of all in Berlin— hope lo iead the nation 
down their read. 
The Nazis— German name for the Fascist!— headed 
by the flighty Hitler, have another road in mind. 
Von Hindenburg 
is ai! for the third one. 
Until recently, the Reds and the Nazis had things very much 
their owti way. 
The Nazis have cloaked, beneath a platform of ir­ 
responsible nationalism, the aims of a reactionary big-business clique, 
which hopes to use the party to crush the labor unions and the Social 
Democratic party and lo give Germany a dictatorship of wealth. 
Caught between the two extreme forces, the ordinary citizen 
has at last berun to organize into a group known as “ The Iron front. 
This group draws its recruits from the leading republican organization, 
the Reichsbanner, from the labor unions and from the Catholic Center 
party; and like its opponents it has organized into a semi-military out- 
lit which already owns a fleet of autos, motorcycles and airplanes and 
which is prepared lo match blow for blow with either Reds or Nazis 
if it comes to fighting. 
The peculiar character of the approaching German election 
thus becomes apparent. 
A victory for either Reds or Nazis would 
probably mean civil w ar— which, in its turn, might mean any kind of 
catastrophe you care to imagine for the rest of Europe. 
Only if this 
“ iron fro n t" group, behind Von Hindenburg, triumphs can tile rest of 
the world breathe freeze 
It is probably the old soldier’s last fight. 
But it is one in which 
the rest of the world will wish him well.

T hinking clearly is one of the great­ 
est assets th at a person can develop 
for himself.

Along with this goes the ability to 
say no. Too m any people in this world 
have not schooled them e|#»lw'3 +n denv 
certain pleasures to

by

in them .

In a part of his talk, directed mostly 
to Seniors, Mr. Cromby said th at suc­ 
cessful m arried life was based upon 
three attributes. Physical attraction is 
probably the first thing th at brings 
boys and girls together but m ust not 
be considered alone as a basis fbi 
m arriage. Mental equality m ust also 
enter into consideration. No home is 
going to survive if one of the couple 
is continually desiring to think along 
a lower plane than the other.
